Washington, Aug. 13.—The 
Indian 
appropriation bill, which has been In 
conference since July 30, 
has been 
agreed to and is to be signed today, 
lf the Senate and House conferees 
[ are still of a mind to sign the meas­ 
ure when the time comes. Those 
having the bill in charge are jubilant 
over the termination of their hard- 
fought battle, but today were disturb­ 
ed over the report that thhe'lRepub- 
lican confereees have been persuaded 
not to sign the conference report. 
Indian Agencies. 
The hitch 
is over 
the provision 
abolishing the 
Indian agencies, in­ 
volving a salary roll of 4100,000. 
That was one of the reforms of the 
House Democrats, and have been in­ 
sisting upon, just as they are insist­ 
ing upon the abolishment of pension 
agencies, which has deadlocked 
the 
two houses of congress over the big 
pension bill. Outside of the contro­ 
versy over the Indian agencies, the 
house and senate are In full accord, 
the latter having yielded on practic­ 
ally every point of importance. 
The Senate 
Indian 
appropriation 
bill appears to have been prepared 
with a view- of trading off everything 
so as to hold the agencies, with their 
string of employees and their $190,- 
000 pay roll. 
The Honse bill aggre­ 
gated $8,000,000, but the Senate ran 
that total up to exceeding $16,004,000; 
then when the bill went to conference 
the Senate yielded cm almost every­ 
thing except the agencies. According­ 
ly the bill which the eonfer**-* ar- 
ex\pected to sign today 
will 
show', 
among other, the following changers 
and concessions; 


Concession* Are Made. 
The Senate gives up the -demand 
for $3,000,000 for payment of the Ute 
Indian claim and accepts an appro­ 
priation of $100,000 on account 
for 
these Indians, which the House is 
W'flling to give. 
The 
Senate 
recedes 
uncondi­ 
tionally on the John West claim from 
Oklahoma for $10,000. 
The Senate recedes from its de­ 
mand 
for a $1,7>00,000 
Irrigation 
scheme for* the Yakima Indians in 
Washington. 
The Senate yields to the House in 
the matter of the Hampton school for 
colored children and agrees to hav­ 
ing the 120 Indians m that nratitute 
sent to Carlisle. 
'Finally the Senate agreed to give 
up the sixteen Indian agencies and 
save $100,000 on 
that 
it^m, after 
which it was decided to sign the con­ 
ference report today. 
The House readily agreed to the 
Gore amendment appropriating $K>0.- 
000 for Indian school choldren in Ok­ 
lahoma. 
The Senate further yielded to the 
House and accepted 
the provision 
that no money shall be expended out 
of the tribal funds of the Indians un­ 
less authorized by specific appropria­ 
tion by Congress, except for school 
purposes.

bration. Bristol is especially interest­ 
ed in the ceJeoraxion because it was

ony. Close relations were maintain­ 
ed between Nova Scotia and the Mas­ 
sachusetts colony. 
While 
Charles 
Lawrence was governor of Nova Sco­ 
tia, the Lords of Trade instructed him 
to organize the judiciary of the prov. 
incel 
Jonathan Belcher, son of the 
old Massachusetts governor of that 
name, was appointed chief justice of 
the oldest English judiciary in Can­ 
ada. 
Shortly after he assumed the chief 
justiceship Belcher wrote to the Lords 


o* Trade questioning the 
constitu­ 
tional right of the governor and coun­ 
cil of the province to pass law’s with­ 
out an assembly. The Lords of Trade 
submitted the matter to the crown; 
her majesty's attorney general and 
solicitor general were appealed to, 
and the decision of the government 
was that the governor and council 
slow were not authorized to mak« 
laws. 
As some statute had already 
been passed in this irregular manner 
In Nova Scotia the home government 
in communicating its decision to Jus­ 
tice Belcher cautioned him not to 
make this public until after an as­ 
sembly had been formed,. 
To this decision of the government, 
Governor 
Lawrence opposed 
his 
judgment that the calSng of an as­ 
sembly was not practicable, since but 
one township, Halifax, had been cre­ 
ated. and not advisable, since it would 


give the traders of 
Halifax all the 
power and exclude what landed inter­ 
est there was in the province trust 
representation. Chief Justice Bek her 
persisted in urging an assembly and 
in theautumn of 1757 Governor Law­ 
rence implored the Lords of Trade not 
to insist upon carrying out their p.an. 
In reply he received peremptory or­ 
ders to comply with the previous -or­ 
ders and Lawrence could do nothing 
but acquiesce. 
Accordingly on cha 
7th of October, 1758, the firs assem­ 
bly in Nova Scotia met. 
Tho year* 
later Governor lawrence died* and for 
nearly a year thereafter the govern­ 
ment of the province devolved on the 
Chief Justice. Jonathan Belcher died 
at Halifax March JO, 1776, and wadi 
succeeded by the Hon. Charles Mor­ 
ris.

have given the world a wonderful exJ 
ample of tho value of the saving hab­ 
it. Besides, he would have left money 
for the members of his family alive 
today. 
Midas was one of the kings 
of Phrygia. 
As the Phrygian line was 
wiped out by the Cimmerians about 
670 B. C., we may assume he lived 
about 800 B. G, or at least 2,711 years 
ago. 
Ii King Midas had started in sav­ 
ing ten cents a week he would have 
saved a dime, therefore, on each of 
the 140,8id weeks. 
This would make 
him the neat little sum of $14,097.20. 
Although not a fortune In these days, 
$14,097.20 is quite a fair sum to save 
by giving up one cigar a week. 
But 
there Is more to follow. 
In those days of political upheaval
